Has Many Relations

The trust company and its relations s
& Mubject conocerning which a hook could
be written. It la surprising, however,
that there are no textbooks devoted to
this subject. A trust company is & body
corporate, personifylng all that is ideal
In man—of confidence, Integrity, justice,
honesty and rellabiiity. Primarily s re-
lation I8 40 the confdence of man; wond,
sevondarily to exocute the commissions
confided in it. for a reasonabla profit.

Trust companies are Lhe creatures of
modern statutes. Thay supply a want that
has oxisted from the ourly ages. Bince
the time that man first began to wo-
cumulate proporty desire to oreate trusis
or to handle his property through the
agency of another. hé has been de-
pendent upon his friends, untll the trust
company was created by law, In the olden
days If a man desired (0 place his prop-
erty in trust for another or to bequenth
his property for the benefit of some per-
#on wnd pot preserve the original invest-
ment Intact, or otherwise handle his prop-
erty by means of & trusies, it became
necessary for him Lo select some friend
or relation In whom he placed sufficlent
confidence. Frequently this vconfidence
was misplaced; the friend was not al-
ways worthy of trust, then, too, the
friond dies, thereby vaosting the trust
and requiring the appointment of a suc-
cessor through other meansa In other in-
stances the friend would misapply the
fund, appropristing them to his own use,
and otherwise botray his trusi, and the
property having beem wasted, ths pur-
posen of the trust lmposed upon him
would fall, and the friend not being
financially responsible, the property thus
entrusted to him might never be recov-
ered.

In & segee the trust company I8 an In-
corporated friend, stripped, us nearly and
earefully am rigid law can, of the poasl-
blilty of the betrayal of the trust or the
loma of the property entrusted to It Thus
It s that the state of Nebmaka, through
the wisdom of ita lawmakers, has safe-
gunrded the Interest of thé man who
places his confidence 'n & trust company,
not alone by doubla reliability upom the
stock owned by the stockholders in such
& company, dbut by frequent audits of the
company’s condition by the state auditor;
and, too, by delining by law, specifically
and plainly, the powsrs, duties and obii-
gations to this clase of corporations.
